ings to be 111,334,150,

Interest and 
dividends bring this up to $5,331,071,

of this disbursement* amounting tu $5,139 - 
113 were paid, leaving a surplus of $91,9(0 
over all. 
The principal decrease from last 
year was in passenger earnings, caused by 
tbe subsidence of the Cojur d’Alene mining 
ex citement the opening of the Uniou Pa­ 
cific to Oregon, and the snow blockades iu 
Oregon last winter. 
Freight was increased 
by the steady advance of population. 
Respecting the completion of the Cascade

What H© Will Say—Some Leiier Light» 
Elucidate Thiugt—An Irish Threat 
Causes a Sensation —Spain and 
Germany —Foreign Notes. 


New Y ork , Sept- 19. — A London cable­ 
gram gives a synopsis of an address that 
Mr. Gladstone will deliver to his constituents 
in 
Midlothian, 
which it styles the ex - 
premier’s manifesto. 
It begins with a re­ 
quest for a renewal of bis eonstituauts’ per­ 
sonal trust in him. 
He regards the future 
with cheerfulness. 
He says the arrears of 
legislation me due to Tory obstruction. 
He 
claims credit for the Afghan settlement, 
and says he found Afghanistan broken to 
pieces, and left it friendly. 
By yielding the 
Tran« vaal he averted a war of the English 
and European races in south Africa. 
He 
challenges a contrary verdict. 
Ho traces 
all the trouble in Egypt to tin policy of 
foreign intervention, of 
which ho 
has 
never coahed since 187(5 to point out the dan­ 
ger. 
He advocates a withdrawal from 
Egypt a t the earliest moment that honor 
permits, saying: “ I will admit we committed 
6erious errors of judgment at a gr« ? atcostof 
treasure and precious lives in the Soudan. 
For nqne of these were wo rebuked by the 
opposition. 
Our responsibility for our mis­ 
takes can not be questioned. 
They were tho 
proper and certain consequence of under­ 
takings against nature, and that lie beyond 
the scope of human means.” 
London , Sept 18.— Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt, speaking a t Plymouth Thursday 
nig ht said that the late government was 
prepared to abolish coercion in Ireland, and 
would have retailed only the provisions 
against boycotting. 
He was unable just 
now to give the programme of the Liberal 
party, but would say that Mr. Gladstone 
iiad returned in first-rate health and pre­ 
pared for a fig ht He (Harcourt) shared Mr. 
Chamberlain’s opinions, and believed that 
measures looking to free education and the 
regulation of the liquor traffic also required 
the attention of parliament. 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, in a speech at 
Cirencester, commented upon tho « triking 
absence from the speeches of the Liberal 
leaders of any reference to the past deeds of 
tho late government especially regarding 
GeiL Gordon and tbe Boudan campaign. He 
was strongly opposed to disestablishment 
but admitted that the church is in need of 
reformation. 
He ex pressed his approval ol 
Mr. Chamberlain’s attitude toward Parnell, 
and said that tha Tories favored local g ov­ 
ernment in Scotland and England, but ii 
was inex pedient for him to propound hit 
views upon that subject at this time.

Chief Inspector Sharpe, the head of the 
detective service in the postoffice depart­ 
ment, resigned his office several weeks ago 
to engage in private business. His resigna­ 
tion was accepted, to take effect Sept. 1. 
Hi* record is th at of a capable officer. He 
is an east Tennessee man, tall and spare in 
stature, and in appearance and manner the 
typical detective. 
During the war he was a 
Union man, and did good service. As a de­ 
partm en t officer be has been a terror to 
rascal*, and has hunted many of them out 
of th i service, even whensheltered by strong 
political influence. 
One of the most impostant duties of the 
chief inspector is to detect railway postal 
clerks who steal letters containing money . 
To accomplish this CoL 
Sharpe follows a 
simple but ingenious sy stem, which he ex ­ 
plained the other day to the writer. 
‘*To catch tho.'e thieves,” he said, “ I had 
c instructed a large 
railroad map of the 
United States, which hangs in my office. 
New, supposing a man mails a letter in Bos­ 
ton for Kansas City containing $30—a very 
Lad practice, but people will do it 
Tho let­ 
ter never reaches its destination, and pretty 
soon we get a complaining 
letter stating 
the circumstances. 
‘ Now, if the supposed case were an isolated 
one, we probably could do nothing. 
The 
letter, in going from Boston to Kansas City, 
would pass through thirty or forty hands, 
and it would be useless to try and fix the 
blame. 
But the Boston m an ’s case is not 
isolated. 
Every day wo get from one to 
fifty sim ilar complaints from all over the 
country, and this fact, as you will see, en­ 
ables us to locate the mischief. 
‘■First we ascertain exactly when and 
where the missing letter was mailed and its 
address. 
Then we are ready for the map 1 
spoke of. 
I take the Boston m an ’s letter 
and a bunch of similar complaints, and 
then 
I 
begin to stick 
pins 
into mjr 
map. 
I know just the route which a letter 
would take to go from Boston to 
Kan­ 
sas City, and I stickpins along to sketch out 
this course. 
Then I take the next com­ 
plaint. 
Perhaps this is from a man who lost 
money tran sm ittin g it from Mobile to Chi­ 
cago. 
Very well. 
I trace out the lino such 
a letter would take. 
The third, perhap?, 
was « out from New York to San Francisco, 
the fourth from New Orleans to Buffalo, the 
kith from Saginaw City to Philadephia, and 
o on. 
Now, before very long tho map be­ 
gins to look quite interesting. 
The pins are 
¡strewn all over the country, but we notice 
one track—say, for distance, between Chi­ 
cago and Cleveland—where 
all the lines 
unite. 
That’s whore the thief is. 
‘•Knowing now where the stealing is going 
on, we adviso our mo» t trusted man in that 
division—we have to trust somebody, you 
kn w—that there is trouble in this section, 
an 1 tell him to keep a sharp look out 
We 
inquire into the habits and associations of 
tLf clerks, and wo are, perhaps, able to 
» p t the man at once. 
At other times it is

N o t for many y ears has our city been | 
under the excitement that has pervaded j 
all classes of our people , to day . 
Never 
before have we been called upon tochrou- | 
icle such a brutal murder as that which j 
came to light this morning. 
We give the j 
full particulars. 
James Penrose, a citizen of Dixon, j 
while driving cattle upon the east and | 
west road, one mile south of the city , no- 
ticed at a bridge, over a ravine, about oue | 
and a half miles from the North-Western 
depot, in a south-west direction, 
cows were particularly excited when near 
the bridge; as cattle will act upon smell­ 
ing blood. 
This he first noticed on Sat­ 
urday , he say s; but he is doubtless mis­ 
taken in the length of time. 
Surmising 
that something was the matter, Penrose, 
this morning, commenced searching for 
the cause and soon found the dead body 
of a man under the bridge. 
Only a foot 
was in sight as the balance of the body 
had been covered with dirt. 
The ap­ 
pearance of the ground, whero dug, indi­ 
cated that the digging was of recent 
work; probably not later than this morn­ 
ing; though the body has the appearance 
of having been dead several day s. 
It was found on examination that the 
body is that of a y oung man, of about 
twenty -two y ears, named Fred Thiel; a 
book agent, who had been 'boarding at 
the Key -Stone Honse several weeks. 
He 
resided in Elgin, the home of his parents, 
and was a member of the Elgin band and 
play ed 2nd b. flat cornet. 
His baggage 
and clothing are still at the Key -Stone 
House and he had been missing since 
Saturday evening and as he had paid his 
board in advance the landlady had made 
anxious enquiry for him. 
He will be re­ 
membered as a small, boy ish appearing 
man 
He sold albums, bibles etc., for 
Gatly {& Co., of Chicago. 
When the 
body was uncovered from the earth that 
was throwx over 
it 
was 
found that 
the throat was cut with a horrid gash in 
front and that an ugly hole had been made 
in the head. 
The back ©f the hands were 
lacarated and had the appearance of hav­ 
ing been dragged some distance on the 
ground. 
The friends of the murdered 
man have been telegraphed and will prob- 
ebly be here on the evening train. 
ARRESTED ON SUSPICION. 
A y oung mao, aged about tweney -one 
y ears, named Joseph Mosse, who claims 
to be from Canada, and has been in the 
United States about eight y ears, was ar­ 
rested this afternoon on suspicion, hav­ 
ing been seen with the murdered man be­ 
fore the latter disappeared, so it is stated. 
He is a Canadian Frenchman and talks 
English not very goed, though the words 
he uses are spoked quite plainly . 
He 
has been working about Dixon since last 
winter and had been in the employ of 
George Rosebrook, Peter Ramsey and 
others. 
Ou Wednesday of this week he 
commenced working for Julius Lloy d, in 
South Dixon, and was arrested there this 
morning. 
When the officers found him 
he was hauling manure to the fields, and 
did not seem to be in the least disturbed 
by his arrest and excitement of others.— 
Mr. Lloy d informs us that he did not no­ 
tice any thing peculiar in the boy s con­ 
duct, since he has been with him. 
Upon 
being searched there was found in his 
pocket a small tin ty pe of Miss Maggie 
Smith, with whom he has been keeping 
company , and a ring which he say s be­ 
longs to the girl. 
She livos in Marion, 
but has worked at the Huntly House and 
other places in Dixon. 
We are informed 
that Mosse and Miss Smith are engaged 
and that she is now home preparing her 
wedding suit. 
However there are ull sorts 
of exciting rumors afloat. 
It is reported 
that a ring found in Mossc’s pocket be­ 
longed to the murdered man, but the ac­ 
cused states that the ring belonged to 
Miss Maggie. 
We had an interview with the accused 
this afternoon, at the jail. 
He said he 
had no objection to telling us all he knew 
about the matter, but that he understood 
English so poorly that his words would 
be misunderstood. 
That is, he might be 
understood as say ing what he did not 
mean to say . 
lie docs not appear like a 
bad person, or a boy who would commit 
a crime. 
He- is below medium size, 
dark complexion, small dark mustache 
Is of light build, weiglung about one 
hundred and tweiny -tive pounds. 
There 
is certainly nothing vietou in his appear­ 
ance. 
Although a throng of men and 
] boy s have been crowding the jail all day 
to see and talk with him. he appears quite 
cool and unconcerned; except a few quick, 
nervous motions, which might be expect­ 
ed under the circumstances. 
He inform­ 
ed us that he could, he thought, show his 
innocence of the terrible crime. 
He knew 
the murdered man, and was with him on 
Tuesday . 
He may not have meant Jast 
Tuesday though we so understood him. 
He said he did not have a shovel y ester­ 
day when going out towar Is South Dixon. 


THE EVIDENCE OF GUILT. 
Mary Barr saw y oung Mosse this mern- 
ing about eight o'clock, going on the road 
running south from West Dixon, and 
which strikes the east and west road, 
where the body was found, on the hill 
about half a mile south of the railroad, 
and then he had a spade. 
They happen­ 
ed to be going in the same direction, and 
walked and talked quite a distance to­ 
gether; she is certain that he had a spade. 
When the 
officers examined 
Mosse’s 
trunk, which was found at his boarding 
house, there was found a pair of pants 
on which there appeared blood stains on 
the bottom of the legs, and the garment 
has the appearance of having been wash­ 
ed as if to distroy the stains. 
Mosse and another man of this city j 
rvesbciu whose name will appear to-morrow, on 
that the 1 Sunday afternoon, at five o’clock, hired 
one of Stroup’s two horse carriages and 
did not return until midnight. 
The next 
morning blood appeared upon the lap- 
robe that Mosse and companion had used 
the night before; but the livery man, 
thinking nothing of it, sent the robe to 
the laundr}' where the same was washed. 
Mr. Merrian, the laundry man, remembers 
the blood stains on the robe which he 
washed for the livery man.
